It's certain that 
this Text was mention'd on this occaſion, to re- 

move the Scandal the Heathens had caſt upon our 
Religion, as if we maintain'd the Old Jewiſh 
Principle of Rebellion. Iconfeſs thus far, and it's 
the opinion of Tirinas and many others; but the 
miſtake of your Lordſhip was in Intimating that 
St. Paul in that Text ſaid only, That it was Lawful 
for the Jews to ſubmit to a Stranger, but a narrow 
Scrutiny into the Commentators would con- 
vince the World that it is your owu peculiar 
thought, and it's pity but that you ſhould have the 
Honour of it.

If they did not 
aſſiſt Nero to preſerve his Life from the fury of 
his enrag'd Subjects, it was neither want of a 
ſenſe of their Duty, nor a Principle of Reſiſtance, 
which influenc'd the reſt, but Inability to ſhew 
their Loyalty even to the worſt of Tyrants. Your 
Lordſhip next brings an Inſtance of Trajan, 
which is little tous Chriſtians; it was only a po- 
pular Sentence to keep their affections; this was 
one of the Remarkable policies of his Reign; 
you cannot think Trajan ſo void of Common 
ſenſe to give a Liberty to his Subjects to depoſe 
him upon male adminiſtration; it could mean 
no more than high aſſurances of his Governi 
well. Your Lordſhip next gives ſo juſt an account 
of the Primitive Chriſtians ſufferings as could not 
but extract a ſmile from me to ſee your Lordſhip 
ſo generouſly make this conceſſion in to the bar- 
gain, That let the Laws be never fo cruel and in- 
juſt in foro Conſcientiæ, the full Legiſlative Powec 
may not be Reſiſted.
